TOWARDS INDUSTRIAL CONCORD 


THE correspondence between the chairman of the London 
Builders’ Conference, Sir Alfred Hurst, and the 
secretary of the Ministry of Works (published on Wednesday 
of this week and summarised on page 4 of this issue) makes 
unsatisfactory reading. A position is now reached where 
the Conference, which had been prepared to hold in abeyance 
its request to the Minister of Works for a full investigation 
of its aims and methods—this in deference to the Minister's 
proposal for a general review of wider questions of methods 
of tendering and of contract placing, of which the Conference 
method would form part—is now not prepared to do so. 


The reason for this change, given in a letter from Sir Alfred 
to the Ministry, dated December 30, is that the body charged 
with the responsibility of judging how far the attacks made 
upon the Conference in Parliament were justified is to be a 
committee set up by the R.1.B.A., in consultation with the 
other national building organisations; in the Conference’s 
view, any such committee, by virtue of the R.I.B.A.’s long- 
standing disapproval of the Conference, is to be regarded as a 
tribunal neither ‘‘ impartial” nor “ authoritative.” 


These strike as very strong words to use of a committee 
which will presumably include surveyors and builders as well 
as architects. Not only does such’a statement appear to pre- 
judge any finding but it ignores the fact that there is an ultimate 
safeguard against any possible misrepresentation or bias in the 
shape of the public which, as Sir Alfred Hurst himself stated in his 
letter of November 28 to the secretary of the Ministry, “ with 
its instinct for fair play would seem in the main to have sus- 
pended judgment in the matter.” 


This impugning of the R.I.B.A. will be widely regretted 
by the industry at large as being unwarranted and unhelpful ; 
it may even lay the Conference open to the charge that the 
change in tone noticeable in Sir Alfred’s letter of December 5 
and that of December 15 was caused less by the fear of the com- 
position of the tribunal than by vexation at the Minister’s 
continued insistence_on builders who tender for Ministry 
contracts signing the form of declaration which not only 
debars members from taking part in the Conference’s “ fair 
price’’ scheme (which the Conference has offered first to 
suspend and later to abandon) but also prevents them from 
participating in the Conference’s tendering arrangements by 
which they are recouped for tendering costs and are informed of 
other firms tendering. 


Be that as it may, the Conference has now put itself in an 
equivocal position where, in Sir Alfred Hurst’s own words, 
‘“‘the desirability, indeed the urgency for the industry itself, 
under the leadership of the architects, to take active steps to 
reduce costs and to review contracting arrangements” is 
accepted but where competency is denied to the R.I.B.A. to 
be part-judges in another matter which is by comparison of 
subsidiary importance only, though vital to the Conference 
itself. 


If the position which the Conference now adopts should 
prevent dispassionate review of the endemic weaknesses of the 
present contract-placing methods which brought it into being, 
then disservice will have been done to itself and to the whole 
industry. ‘Though it would be idle to pretend that the Con- 
ference’s method of remedying these weaknesses commends 
itself to non-members, there is yet much sympathy with builders, 
especially among the architectural profession, and a genuine 
desire that the other side of the opprobrious picture shown to 
Parliament in the recent debate should be seen. We shall hope 
that the Conference will withdraw the offending terms of the 
letter of December 30, and that the architects, who themselves 
are human, will take the matter in good part. Such bickering 
can only give rise to public misgiving at a time when more 
important matters to do with reducing the cost of building are 
afoot.

NCE again Bedford-square was the 
scene of festivity as members and 
friends of the Architectural Association en- 
joyed their annual carnival on the night of 
December 19. As in previous years, the 
great variety of costumes made the picture 
one of gaiety and colour. Characteristic 
of the good fellowship of the gathering 
was the action of St. George in imbibing a 
cocktail in the company of a pirate, to 
say nothing of the two ghosts whose 
boisterous dancing belied the eeriness of 
their appearance ! 

The entertainment included a_ very 
amusing “ Paddleboat Panto’’ produced 
by A.A. students, as well as a silent film 
show whose changing moods were re- 
flected in the appreciative vocals of the 
audience. Dancing, both country and 
modern, could be had to the music of 
several excellent bands.

UNESCO APPOINTMENT 


THE appointment of Mr. Walter T. 
Rolfe, architect and educator of Houston, 
Texas, as a member of the United States 
National Commission for UNESCO was 
announced recently by Mr. Glenn Stanton, 
president of the American Institute of 
Architects. Mr. Stanton expressed grati- 
fication that the architects’ national 
organisation had rejoined the Commission 
of which it was one of the original mem- 
bers when organised in 1946. 


THE HOUSING CENTRE’S WORK 
THE WIDE SCoPE of the Housing Centre’s 
activities are indicated in the 15th report, 
for 1951-52, recently published. An 
interesting account is given of the work of 
the Centre’s information services, and a 
typical day’s inquiries are described. The 
library remains the basis of the information 
work, and this has received considerable 
additions during the course of the year. 


Reference is made to the work of the 
joint committee on the comparative 
assessment of houses of non-traditional 
construction. Towards the end of the 
period under review the Housing Centre 
convened a meeting of the Institute of 
Housing, the Society of Housing Managers 
and the Building Research Station to 
enlist their interest in an inquiry among 
housing managers as to tenants’ reactions 
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to various types of non-traditjonal house 
construction. The Building Research 
Station volunteered to carry out the 
statistical and technical work involved, 
and with the support ofthe other societies 
an inquiry was circulated to all those local 
authorities who had used such houses. 
As a result of the inquiry, a report on the 
information obtained is being prepared 
for the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 


The committee on housing in the stone 
districts has reported considerable activity 
in the different regions in several of which 
local committees have now been set up. 
The need is to use new ways of employ- 
ing stone, and of winning it in the quarries.

The London Builders’ Conference 


THE CORRESPONDENCE WITH THE MINISTRY OF WORKS 


HE full text of the correspondence between 
the Chairman of the London Builders’ 
Conference (Sir Alfred Hurst) and the Secretary 
of the Ministry of Works (Sir Harold Emmer- 
son), subsequent to the criticisms of the 
Conference’s “ fair price " operations made in 
the House of Commons, was published on 
Wednesday afternoon. 


The gravamen of the exchange of letters is, 
first, the unwillingness of the Minister of Works 
to suspend his Department’s requirement of 
builders tendering for work to sign a form of 
declaration giving assurance that tender prices 
have not been communicated to other persons 
or adjusted by reference to other tenders “ until 
he is satisfied that satisfactory procedures are 
followed throughout the country,”” and, second, 
the objection of the Conference to having its 
operations reviewed by a tribunal in the form of 
a committee set up by the R.I.B.A., which, by 
reason of its repeatedly expressed disapproval of 
the Conference over the past 14 years, the Con- 
ference does not regard as an “ impartial nor 
even. an authoritative tribunal to review the 
activities of the Conference.’ Nevertheless, the 
Conference states that it is willing and anxious 
for the fullest investigation of its procedure, and 
does not question the desirability and urgency 
for the industry itself, under the leadership of the 
architects, to take active steps to reduce costs 
and to review contract arrangements. 


THE CORRESPONDENCE SUMMARISED 


The correspondence now published dates from 
November 15, when the Conference chairman 
wrote to Sir Harold Emmerson offering to suspend 
the “‘ fair price’ scheme while investigations of 
the objectives and methods of the Conference 
were investigated “‘ by the Monopolies Com- 
mission or other impartial authoritative body.” 
In a further letter (November 28) this offer was 
repeated and the point made that since the Con- 
ference had been publicly attacked by the Minister 
the Conference claimed the right of full investiga- 
tion. On December 4 Sir Harold wrote stating 
that the Minister would continue to ask firms 
tendering for Ministry work to give the required 
assurances that tender prices had not been 
communicated or adjusted until he was satisfied 
that such practices had been abandoned by the 
industry in London and the Provinces. This 
letter continues: “* As he (the Minister) recognises 
that wider questions of tendering and procedure 
are involved, he is therefore considering, in 
consultation with the main national bodies, 
what steps can best be taken to ensure that the 
building industry as a whole brings under review 
these wider questions. If these discussions bear 
fruit . . . and a wider inquiry is undertaken, 
your Council might agree that a special inquiry 
into the London Builders’ Conference would then 
not be necessary.”” In acknowledging this in a 
letter dated December 5, Sir Alfred Hurst stated 
that “in order to allay any public uneasiness ” 
his Council had suspended the “ Fair Price” 
scheme completely and would consult the Ministry 
of Works before reviving it. ‘“* In the meantime 
they note that the Minister now wishes to consti- 
tute a wider inquiry of an apparently very different 
character, and they do appreciate the difficulties 
which might arise if both investigations were 
proceeding at the same time. In these circum- 
stances my Council are prepared to defer to the 
Minister’s suggestion so far as to hold in abeyance 
the request for an impartial investigation.”” This 
letter also contained the paragraph: “* While 
my Council regret that the Minister has not felt 
able to suspend altogether and at once the Form 
of Declaration introduced last year, they welcome 
the intimation that it will in future be issued in a 
form which would not seek to debar members 
of the Conference from operating their tendering 


scheme.” [This is that part of the Conference 
procedure by which an amount is added to each 
individual tender to cover the cost to all competing 
Conference members of submitting tenders, and 
by which names of builders competing are 
circulated to members before the tenders are 
sent in.—Ep.] 


In reply to this letter, Sir Harold Emmerson 
wrote (December 11) to say that the main features 
of the Conference procedure to which objection 
has been taken were the communication of 
tender prices to other persons and the adjustment 
of tender prices by reference to other tenders. 
“Whether or not it is possible to operate a 
scheme for sharing tender costs without either of 
these features, and whether it is desirable that 
such a scheme should be operated are clearly 
matters which will come within the scope of the 
review . . . Accordingly the Minister does not 
propose to consider any change in the Form of 
Declaration . . . until the results of the review 
are known.” 


“A FEELING OF INJUSTICE” 


Writing on December 15, Sir Alfred Hurst 
refers to his members’ “ feeling of injustice at 
the treatment which they have received at the 
hands of the one Minister of the Crown charged 
with responsibility for the welfare of the building 
industry.” After referring to the fact that the 
Minister desires to merge the investigation of 
Conference activities “* into a much wider inquiry 
into general questions of contract procedure,’’ he 
continues: ‘“‘Such an inquiry must necessarily 
take a considerable time, and my members have 
grave doubts as to whether the body regarded as 
suitable for this purpose would be impartial in 
its attitude towards the Conference.” In reply, 
Sir Harold (December 16) states that the Minister 
thinks that the most satisfactory and expeditious 
method of proceeding is by way of the review 
by the building industry itself; “he does not 
accept the suggestion in your letter that this 
review might not be impartial.” 


THE FINAL LETTER 


The final letter on the file (dated December 30) 
is addressed to the Secretary, The Ministry of 
Works, by Sir Alfred Hurst. The full text is :— 


Sir,—The Council of the London Builders’ 
Conference have considered your letter of 
December 16, and in this connection have also 
had before them the report in The Times of 
December 22 of correspondence between the 
Minister of Works and the President of the 
R.I.B.A. [See The Builder, December 26.—Ep.] 


From these letters it would appear that the 
body to be charged with the responsibility, 
inter alia, of judging how far the attacks made 
upon the Conference in the House of Commons 
on November 7 last were justified is not after all 
to be any obviously impartial authority like the 
Monopolies Commission nor even a tribunal 
specially constituted by the Minister himself 
from the building industry, but is to be a com- 
mittee set up by the R.I.B.A. in consultation with 
other organisations primarily to review building 
costs and contract procedure. 


In reply I am instructed to state that in view of 
the fact that the Council of the R.I.B.A. have 
over the past 14 years repeatedly expressed their 
disapproval of the Conference and, incidentally, 
have refused all invitations even to discuss the 
problems which they are now asked to take the 
lead in solving, my Council could not regard any 
Committee appointed by them as an impartial, 
nor even an authoritative, tribunal to review the 
activities of the Conference and they would not 
be prepared to appear before it on this issue. 
Moreover, my Council are confident that in this 
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they would have the support of all fair-minded 
people. 

But in saying this they would make it clear that 
they do not question for a moment the desir- 
ability, indeed the urgency, for “the industry 
itself under the leadership of the architects 
to take active steps to reduce costs and to 
review contracting arrangements.’’ Over eight 
_— ago the Simon Committee reported (page 
0) :-— 

“6. Though we have not attempted to 
examine in detail the working of trade asso- 
ciations which attempt to regulate the prices 
of building materials and specialists’ work, 
we are of opinion that in the post-war sellers’ 
market these trade associations will together 
exercise far more influence over the cost of 
building than an association of builders such 
as the London Builders’ Conference.”’ 


The members of the Conference, as main 
contractors, have had unrivalled experience of the 
extent to which the cost of building to-day. is 
increased, both by the elimination of competition 
and in other ways, by the action of many of the 
sections making up this highly complex industry, 
and they would be prepared to give whole- 
hearted co-operation in any really comprehensive 
investigation. 

My Council are glad to receive the Minister’s 
consent to the publication of this correspondence 
and they are giving directions accordingly.

THE COST OF BUILDING 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,— I have read quite a lot about the 
high cost of building in the Press 
recently and most of the emphasis has 
been laid on the fact that builders should 
introduce more mechanical equipment and 
that incentive schemes should be extended. 


Although I recognise that more mechan- 
isation would improve matters consider- 
ably, and that proper incentive schemes are 
not being generally adopted except by 
the larger firms, I think that one of the 
greatest causes of high cost has been 
ignored. I refer to the lack of planning 
and foresight on the part of architects 
ahd their clients. 


I am engaged in the building industry 
and can say quite truthfully that, since 
the end of the last war, I have scarcely 
known one instance where finalised plans 
have been produced at the inception of a 
contract. The drawings usually produced 
at the commencement of a job are of a 
sketchy nature and aré subject to numerous 
amendments throughout the course of the 
work. This means that the contractor 
cannot plan his work properly and is 
unable to order materials, including those 
in short supply, in good time. This 
produces a chaotic state of affairs with 
consequent delay and increased cost. 
If contractors could carry out the work in a 
straightforward manner, I have no doubt 
that building costs would be consider- 
ably reduced. 


The Working Party Report and the 
Anglo-American Productivity Report pub- 
lished some time ago laid great stress on 
the fact that it is essential to good plan- 
ning that all drawings should be settled

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HENRY ROBERTS, 1802—1876 


A Pioneer of Housing for the Labouring Classes 


By ARTHUR M. FOYLE, BA (Arch.), ARIBA, AMTPI 


HE name of Henry Roberts may be 
familiar as the designer of Fish- 
mongers’ Hall and of the Prince Consort’s 
Model Dwellings which were erected at the 
Great Exhibition of 1851. Behind the 
bare facts of his career as set out in the 
Dictionary of National Biography 
which incidentally does not even record 
the date of his birth—lies the story of a 
talented architect who designed several 
buildings of importance and who sub- 
sequently became a pioneer of working- 
housing. Gilbert Scott, who at 
one time worked in his office and later 
became his friend, says that he ‘‘ was in 
independent circumstances; and was a 
gentlemanly, religious, precise and quiet 
man.’’* The word ‘“‘ religious” is the 
clue to Roberts’ personality for, from the 
motives of a sincere and practical Christian, 
he abandoned a flourishing private practice 
to devote his life to fighting social injustice 
and improving the appalling housing con- 
ditions of Victorian England—the legacy 
of the uncontrolled development of the 
Industrial Revolution ; he was one of the 
first to appreciate the architect’s duty to 
society. It is due to the efforts of Roberts 
and of men like him that housing for “‘ the 
labouring classes’? has now become the 
true concern of the architectural pro- 
tession 


class 


HIS EARLY LIFE 

As a young man he was articled as a 
pupil to Charles Fowler, the architect 
of the Hungerford Fishmarket, a building 
with a cast-iron roof of novel construction. 
Subsequently he worked in the office of 
Robert Smirke and, to quote Scott who 
had assisted in the supervision of the 
building of the Hungerford Fishmarket, 
he “ thoroughly imbibed Smirke’s tastes, 
habits, modes of construction and method 
of making working drawings.” In 1824, 
he gained two medals of the Royal Society 
of Arts. One was for the design of a 
Corinthian capital, a free interpretation 
of the subject in Gothic motifs in the 
manner fashionable at the time. ‘The 
original drawing, which is executed in 
sepia wash, shows him as a 
draughtsman. His other prize-winning 
drawing ‘‘ for the best original design of 
a bridge adapted to the purpose and site 
of London Bridge ”’ is, unfortunately, lost 

After completing his articles he then 
indertook the customary Continental 
tour and at Naples in 1829 he inspected 
some recently constructed workers’ dwell- 
ings, an incident which may have had a 
great influence upon his later career. 

Upon his return to London he set up 
n practice in Suffolk-street, and in 1832 
1e won the competition for the new Fish- 
mongers’ Hall. In August, 1831, the 
Fishmongers’ Company resolved to pro- 
mote a public competition for a new build- 
ing on their site at the north end of the 
recently opened London Bridge, and to 
spend on it the sum of £50,000. The con-

ditions of the competition, dated 
\ugust 29, offered premiums of £200, 
£150 and £100 for the three best designs. 
Compared with modern practice these 
conditions were drawn up in an extremely 
loose manner. Practically the only infor- 
mation on the accommodation required 
was a schedule of that provided at the old 
hall. It is hardly surprising that upon 
consideration of the entries, Article 24 of 
the conditions, which disqualified any 
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himself prepared most of the working 
drawings. The originals, many of them 
unfortunately damaged by water, have 
recently come to light during the restora- 
tion of the Hall after war damage,t and 
are now deposited in the Guildhall 
Library. The whole set, some 150 in 
number, form a complete record of the 
building even down to the details of the 
fireplaces and door furniture. No lengthy 
description of the building is required 
here. It is sufficient to say that it is a 
typical example of the movement to which 
it belongs, the Greek Revival, and that the 
influence of Smirke is everywhere appar- 
ent. Particularly imposing is the entrance 
hall reaching through two storeys with a 
Doric colonnade and grand staircase, and

entrant who departed from them, had to 
be rescinded ! 

\ total of 87 designs were received and 
on February 4, 1832, Roberts’ design was 
declared the winner of the first premium. 
He immediately engaged as his assistant 
the young Gilbert Scott, whom he had 
possibly come to Know at Fowler’s office, 
and within three months work was com- 
menced on the foundations. Scott says, 
‘I was the only clerk in the office at 
hat time, although he (Roberts) sub- 
sequently took a pupil, so that I had the 
advantage of making all the working 
drawings of / this considerable public 
building, from the foundations to the 
finish ; and of helping and measuring up 
the extras and omissions, as well as con- 
stantly seeing the work during its progress. 
The engagement lasted two years, and 
though most beneficial to me, it seems 
almost a blank in my memory, from its 
even and uneventful character.’’ Scott 


the Banqueting Hall with an elliptical 
coffered ceiling. 
Fishmongers’ Hall and its ‘‘ Smirk- 


ism’ thoroughly exhausted Scott, and 
he left Roberts’ office in 1834. To quote 
him once again: “ In the spring of 1834 
Mr. Roberts kindly gave me the appoint- 
ment of clerk of the works to a small work 
at Camberwell, which I superintended 
throughout its erection which was very 
rapid, and was completed in the autumn 
of the year. My conscience tells me that 
this arrangement was more beneficial to 
me than to the building.” This was the 
Camberwell Collegiate School, Camber- 
well Grove. A contemporary publication 
describes it as “‘ in a style of architecture 
strictly collegiate,” and an_ illustration 
shows it as in a rather economical form of 
Gothic, in grey brick with stone dressings ; 
Roberts was thus a typical architect of his

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time, capable of designing either in the 
Classic or the Gothic style. A cloister 
was the main feature of the principal front 
and behind it were ranged a large school 
hall, a library and three classrooms. The 
school eventually went bankrupt in 1867 
when the building was sold and _ sub- 
sequently demolished 

STATION AT LONDON’ BRIDGE 

After the Camberwell School there 
follows a period of almost ten years about 
which no information is available, and it 
may be that this is accounted for by a 
spell of the ill-health that was to dog him 
during the latter half of his life. In 
1844, however, he was appointed archi- 
tect to the joint companies for the building 
of the new Brighton, Croydon, Dover and 
Greenwich Railway ‘Terminus, the first 
station at London Bridge. Roberts was 
actually the architect to the first three 
companies and was assisted by the archi- 
tect to the Greenwich Company whos 
offices formed the facade building in 
front of the platforms. ‘The building was 
commenced in 1844 and took about 
18 months to complete. It was in the 
Italian or ‘“ Railway Style” with a heavy 
cornice and rusticated quoins, complete 
with campanile. Roberts was responsible 
for all the detailing, his first opportunity 
since Fishmongers’ Hall of exercising his 
skill in Renaissance work on a_ large 
project. Like the Camberwell School, 
the building was destined to have only a 
short life. It was demolished in 1851 
to make way for the subsequent building 
by Sarnuel Beazley. 

In 1844 Roberts began his association 
with the Society for Improving the 
Condition of the Labouring Classes, an 
association which was to last for 12 years. 
The Society was established in 1844, under 
the patronage of the Queen and with the 
Prince Consort as President, and one of its 
principal objects was ‘“‘to arrange and 
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execute plans as models for the improve- 
ment of dwellings of the labouring classes.”’ 
Roberts was a founder member, a member 
of the committee and soon became its 
Honorary Architect. From this time 
onwards he gradually abandoned his 
private practice, now prosperous and well 
established, for voluntary work for the 
Society, and as time passed this voluntary 
work took up the whole of his interest. 

At first the Society was content to 
publish model plans, but the Committee 
soon felt that the only way to make an 
impression on public opinion was to build 
account. ‘Throughout its 
subsequent activity, about one half of the 
money required for housing projects was 
raised by voluntary contributions, Roberts 
being a generous contributor, and the 
remainder was raised by loans. 

Towards the end of 1844 the first 
venture was under way. Roberts designed 
a set of Model Dwellings on a _ very 
restricted site near Bagnigge Wells, Pen- 
tonville, consisting of a double row of two- 
storey houses, accommodating in all 23 
families and 30 single women. The 
rents charged varied from 2s. per week 
for the single rooms to 6s. per week for 
the two-bedroomed houses. As was the 
invariable practice, the plans were pub- 
lished and working drawings were made 
available in order to give full publicity 
improvements in the general 
standard of housing being erected else- 
where. 

A Lodging House for Working Men was 
the next project. Many lodging houses 
already existed in parts of the Metropolis 
where cheap accommodation could be 
obtained by the thousands of artisans 
coming up to London in search of employ- 
men. Most of them were hotbeds of 
vice and crime—‘“‘ a reproach to Christian- 
ity in England’ as Roberts called them. 
Three houses in a mean street off Drury- 
lane were converted into one house with 
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dormitories to accommodate 82 working 
men. <A_ superintendent was _ installed 
and a set of Rules drawn up which was 
to apply to all the establishments managed 
by the Society. 

In 1846 followed the Model Lodging 
House in George-street, Bloomsbury, 
for 104 working men. ‘This building was 
at that date the most modern of its kind 
On the ground floor were arranged the 
superintendent’s quarters, a library and 
a large coffee or common room, while 
above were four floors of dormitories with 
separate sleeping apartments heated by 
warm air ducts. In the basement was a 
wash-house, the kitchens and locker space 
for the storage of personal belongings. 
The whole building was planned “to 
conduce to the health and physical comfort 
of the inmates and to elevate them in the 
scale of moral and intellectual beings.” 
It was opened in May, 1848, by the 
Prince Consort, and in an address at the 
Freemasons’ Hall following the ceremony 
a warm tribute was paid to Roberts’ 
efficient plan. In the cholera epidemic 
of 1849, although the lodging house was 
situated in one of the worst slums of 
London not one case of the 
occurred amongst the fortunate occupants 


MODEL HOUSES, BLOOMSBURY 


Roberts’ most important work for the 
Society was the Model Houses in Streat- 
ham-street, Bloomsbury. In all 48 fami- 
lies were accommodated in a U-shaped 
block facing on to a courtyard. Balcony 
access was arranged to the three blocks 
ranged round ‘the courtyard and one main 
staircase was provided in a corner. Each 
flat was self-contained, was approached 
through its own lobby and consisted of 
one living-room, two bedrooms, kitchen 
and w.c., a real advance in standards on 
anything previously undertaken. In 
addition a communal bath and wash-house 
was provided. The building, which is

The first staticn at London Bridge (1844), demolished in 1851. 
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still managed by the Society, was run on 
ymmunity lines and the superintendent 
was entrusted with selling coals and 
provisions to the tenants. There were 
many new features in the construction. 
\s far as possible the whole building was 
rendered fireproof. The floors and roof 
vere built of tile or hollow brick arches, 
material with which Roberts had 
experimented at Fishmongers’ Hall. The 
urches ‘were arranged to span from wall 
to wall, adequate abutment being provided 
t each end of the blocks by the insertion 

f cast-iron springers connected by iron 
tie rods. The roof was then levelled 
with concrete, while the floors were 
boarded. 

One other scheme of model dwellings, 
this time for a poorer class of family, 
was sponsored by the Society, the Thanks- 
giving Buildings, -Portpool-lane, Gray’s 
Inn-road. About £5,500 was raised to- 
wards the cost of this scheme in church 
collections on the Day of National Thanks- 
giving for the removal of the cholera 
plague of 1849. Accommodation was 
provided for 20 families in one- and two- 
room flats and for 128 single young 
women, mostly needlewomen, who occu- 
pied 64 rooms. As at Streatham-street, 
balcony access was provided to the flats 
while the single rooms were approached 
off a central corridor on each of the four 
Hoors. In a detached block was a com- 
munal wash-house complete with wringing 
machine and sliding horses for the drying 
of linen. The rents of the single rooms 
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were ls. per week per 


person. Parts of this 
building were destroyed 
by bombing during the 
war, but the remaining 
portions are still occupied 

As a result of the 
intervention of the Prince 
Consort, the Society was 
enabled to build a model 
house at the Great 
Exhibition, probably the 
first example of a “ Live 
Architecture ”’ exhibit. 
‘The Commissioners were 
approached for a site on 
which to build but their 
application was refused. 
The Prince Consort then 
personally approached the 
various authorities con- 
cerned, and finally obtain- 
ed a site in the Cavalry 
Barrack-yard, immediately 
opposite the main exhibi- 
tion building. The pro- 
ject went through in spite 
of the spirited opposition 
of the Duke of Wellington, 
who expressed the opinion 
in no uncertain terms that 
the placing of a model 
house so close to the 
barracks would cause dis- 
content amongst the sol- 
diers with their own 
inadequate quarters. The

Duke was right, and the next decade saw 
many improvements in barrack accommo- 
dation in all parts of the country. The 
legend is that the houses were actually 
designed by the Consort ; he undoubtedly 
suggested improvements and amendments, 
but a plan very similar to that eventually 
selected had been published previously by 
the Society. 


PRINCE CONSORT’S HOUSES 


His Royal Highness Prince Albert's 
model houses consisted of four flats for 
the occupation of families “ of the classes 
of manufacturing operatives who reside 
in towns or their immediate vicinity.” 
Each flat had a living-room with a cup- 
board heated by warm air from the fire- 
place and three bedrooms. The scullery 
was provided with a sink and plate rack, 
a coal bin and a dust chute. A w.c. was 
provided, and the waste from this was 
also used to take the rainwater from the 
flat roof. Access to the flats on the first 
floor was by means of a central staircase 
leading to a gallery under cover, and this 
formed a prominent feature on the front 
elevation. The total cost of the four 
dwellings was £458 14s. 7d., a sum which 
the Prince provided from his own pocket. 


STRUCTURAL INNOVATIONS 


There were many innovations in the 
construction. The walls were built en- 
tirely of hollow bricks, designed and 
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patented by the architect; the advantages 
of insulation claimed for this type of 
construction are familiar, but here the 
cavities were used for the transmission 
of bell “wires and other services. The 
bricks were also used for the floors and 
roof, being arranged in a series of arches 
springing from cast-iron springers tied 
with wrought-iron rods. 


The model houses proved a great 
attraction at the Exhibition, and were 
visited by over 350,000 persons. The 


Queen herself inspected them and was 
shown round by the Prince, with Roberts 
and the Earl of Shaftesbury in attendance. 
At the close of the Exhibition their future 
was the subject of some discussion, but 
a site was eventually found and they were 
pulled down and re-erected at Kennington 
Park where they may still be seen.{ 
The plan was widely copied and in the 
East End of London a whole street of 
Prince Albert’s model houses was built 
and is still occupied. Single examples 
are to be found in Kensington, Hertford 
and Wallington while variations of the 
plan were adopted in housing projects 
in all parts of the country. The method 
of access to individual flats grouped round 
a small balcony on each floor became 
very popular and was employed in numer- 
ous tenement blocks up to the end of the 
century. 
PAPER AT THE R.1.B.A. 

Roberts’ association with the Society 
continued for some years and the minutes 
of committee meetings show that he was 
untiring in his efforts on their behalf. 
He dealt personally with the numerous 
inquiries for model plans which came from 
amongst others “‘ an officer connected with 
the Government of France,” and “a 
gentleman deputed by the King of the 
Belgians.””’ In May, 1853, his work was 
officially recognised and his fellow com- 
mittee members entertained him to dinner 
at the Freemasons’ Tavern and presented 
him with a service of plate. In the fol- 
lowing November, however, his health 
broke down, and he was compelled to go 
abroad to Florence for a period of com- 
piete rest. 

But his activities had not been wholly 
confined to the Society for Improving the 
Conditions of the Labouring Classes. In 
January, 1850, he read a paper before the 
R.I.B.A., with Earl Grey in the chair, 
entitled ‘“‘On the Dwellings of the 
Labouring Classes.’ After an appeal to 
the fellow members of his profession for 
their moral support in the campaign to 
improve the wretched housing conditions 
of the poor, he gave a full account of the 
efforts of his Society to date and of other 
similar organisations. Reading between 
the lines of his paper it is evident that he 
had spent a great amount of time person- 
ally inspecting some of the worst slums in 
the Metropolis and gathering together a 
great amount of material about housing 
conditions not only in England but in 
Europe. The paper concluded with prac- 
tical suggestions for the siting of buildings 
and for improvements in construction. 

As a result of his close association with 
the Prince Consort, Roberts became

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Honorary Architect to the Windsor Royal 
Society, formed in 1852 to promote the 
improvement of the dwellings of the work- 
ing classes in Windsor. Two rows of 
houses were built on a site near the Long 
Walk to accommodate 40 families. A plan 
very like that of the Exhibition houses 
was used and the construction was of 
hollow brickwork. The hollow bricks, 
however, appear to have enjoyed but a 
brief period of popularity and seem to 
have been used on these two occasions 
only. They were not employed in any of 
the Consort’s houses built in other parts of 
the country, and other cottages built at 
Windsor for the Prince Consort during the 
extensive remodelling carried out to farm 
property were built of normal cavity 
brickwork. 

Although forced to spend much of his 
time abroad, Roberts redoubled his interest 
in housing and travelled all over the Con- 
tinent propaganding on behalf of the 
cause nearest his heart. On the way out 
to Italy or back to this country always 
he took the opportunity of inspecting some 
housing project. Within a few months of 
his arrival at Florence he made a personal 
representation to the Grand Duke of 
Tuscany on the appalling housing condi- 
tions in the city; as a result, an official 
decree was issued empowering magistrates 
to organise an efficient system of inspection 
of slum property and to take steps to 
remedy unhealthy conditions. In 1855 
he attended the Paris Exhibition and 
reported on the model houses which were 
exhibited there. In the following year 
he visited a model village at Mulhouse 
built for factory workers. In 1858 he 
was in Paris inspecting the encampments 
built for the persons, mostly tenants with 
no alternative accommodation, who had 
been uprooted by Haussmann’s replan- 
ning schemes. He was so touched by the 
conditions he saw that he addressed a 
memorial to the French King on the 
matter, taking as encouragement the fact 
that his R.I.B.A. paper had been trans- 
lated into French. Other places visited 
included Marseilles and Genoa where 
movements for improving working-class 
housing were afoot. In all cases he re- 
ported back to the Society, even after his 
retirement as Honorary Architect in 1856, 
and his findings were published in their 
Journal, ‘* The Labourer’s Friend.” 

PRACTICAL PROPOSALS 

In January, 1862, he presented a second 
paper to the R.I.B.A. entitled, ‘‘ On the 
Essentials of a Healthy Dwelling and the 
Extension of its Benefits to the Labouring 
Population.”’ ‘This paper was rather more 
technical than that read twelve years 
before, the result of the experience he had 
gained during his active association with 
the Society. The subjects dealt with 
included the siting of housing, water 
supply, recommended methods of con- 
struction, damp-proofing, ventilation and 
heating and the provision of communal 
amenities. Two evenings of lively dis- 
cussion were held on it at the Institute, 
and they were noteworthy for a contribu- 
tion from George Godwin, Editor of The 
Builder, and a personal friend of Roberts, 
which dealt in particular with ventilation 
and drainage and the means of improving 
them both. 
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There is little definite information about 
his life after 1862. In the 1867 edition 
of his book, “The Dwellings of the 
Labouring Classes,’ which had by then 
become the standard work on its subject, 
he refers to a visit the year previously to a 
scheme of workmen’s housing at Guise. 
This edition contained up-to-date analyses 
of the rates, taxes, repairs and other ex- 
penses of the various Housing Societies 
up to the end of 1866, and he was still at 
this time writing to ‘‘ The Labourer’s 
Friend.”” No doubt he continued his 
interest in housing to the end, for during 
this period several of his pamphlets were 
translated into Italian and obtained a wide 
circulation. He took a villa at Bello 
Squardo, a suburb of Florence and became 
an honorary member of the Academy 
of Fine Arts of the city. He died on 
March 9, 1876, and was buried in the 
Old English Cemetery. ‘The number of 
his grave appears on the register but its 
exact site cannot be traced. If the 
quence of numbers on the tombs is any 
guide he lies very near to the poet Landor, 
his grave probably being one of a group 
on which the inscriptions are so worn, 
after a lapse of nearly 80 years, as to be 
indecipherable. Perhaps his best epitaph 
would be the concluding remarks to the 
paper given before his fellow architects 
in 1850—‘' To contribute to the welfare 
of our fellow creatures, with a view to the 
Glory of God, carries with it that durable 
happiness which the pursuit of wealth, 
of fame or of fleeting pleasure, cannot 
afford.”’

a au building—departmental Headquarters of 


the British Electricity Authority—forms part 
of a group on the blitzed area behind the Bankside 
power station; for this, close co-operation with the 
London County Council Town Planning Depart- 
ment was necessary, and this was profitable in the 
early stages. Until the buildings in Sumner Street, 
scheduled for demolition in the construction of the 
second half of the power station, come down, it is 
difficult to get a good view of the office block. The 
size and siting of the control rooms on the eighth 
floor was an essential element of the design. 
Construction —The whole work, from excavation 
to occupation, took 17 months; the total cubic 


contents being 2,564,000 cu. ft. 


Fabric—This was a reinforced concrete frame 
faced with brick, with Portland stone dressings. 
All beams and stanchions are g in. wide, thus pro- 
ducing a series of straight panelled units, divisible 
without projections. Stanchions on the perimeter 


are sleeved to allow the passage of pipes without 
bends, and wall faces under the windows are recessed 
to bring radiators over pipes, again without bends. 
Heating and hot water are supplied from the adjoining 
power station by hot-water pipes. 


Finishings.— Partitions are of 3 in. breeze block, 
finished in cement and Keenes plaster. Ceilings 
and some walls in typists’, machine rooms, etc., are 
finished with Vermiculite plaster. Floors of offices 
and stairs are laid with Accotile. The ground- 
floor passages are in terrazzo. Kitchens are laid 
in quarry tiles, and the canteens in wood block. 
Floors in the control room and in the network 


analyser are in cork. 


Messrs. Ford and Liversidge, of the London 
Division, British Electricity Authority, designed 
and supervised the electrical installations. 


The structural engineer was Mr. W. V. Zinn,

HOUSE AT SANDY LANE, PETERSHAM, SURREY 


JOHN RATCLIFF, OBE, ARIBA, AMTPI, ARCHITECT 


HE site of this house was a piece of “ infilling ”’ 
on vacant land amongst pre-war villas at the 
corner of Sandy-lane and Arlington-road. The 
size was deceptive, as the vendor’s requirement to 
conferm to the 15-ft. return frontage along Arlington- 
road resulted in a narrow east-west frontage facing 
Sandy-lane. The west wall of the house is along the 
return building line, and the only possible way of 
obtaining the maximum width facing the garden to 
the south was by placing the garage in the re-entrant 
angle of the east boundary (conforming to the Sandy- 
lane building line) and setting the whole house further 
back to the south. 

The client wished the house to be limited to 
1,200 ft. super (actually, 1,110 ft. sup.) for reasons 
of cost. All the main rooms face south towards the 
garden, and as few windows as possible are provided 
in the north wall to reduce heat losses. Similarly, 
the one flue has been placed in the centre of the 
house to conserve heat. The plan is a simple 
rectangle for economy in construction. Attention 
has been paid to the provision of adequate space and 
screening of fuel, dustbins and yard for clothes 
drying 
A pitched roof of dark brown pantiles with walls 


of light cream facing bricks was used in deference to 
surrounding property, which is of nondescript 
colouring. The trellis porch is in the local vernacular 
tradition to be found at Petersham. 


Construction.—Solid ground floor slab; 11}-in. 
cavity walls faced with flint-lime bricks; timber, 
first floor; T.D.A. roof truss.

HE Thurlby House site, which 


is where these dwellings are 


situated, was acquired in 1936 by 


the Wanstead and Woodford Bor- 














ough Council from Dr. Barnardo’s 
Homes for development, including 
about 250 mixed houses. The 
frontage to the Chigwell-road was 

















about 500 ft. only, and on this stood 
the old Thurlby House, about 100 
years old and in fair condition. The 
immediate grounds of the house 
contained several very fine mature 
trees. Opposite the western end 
of this frontage is a delightful village 
green with St. Paul’s Church on one 
side, a public house on another 
corner, and the local police station 
on the third side. As, in addition, 
the Chigwell-road is a shopping 
thoroughfare and has a good bus 
service, this corner of the estate 
was earmarked for an old people’s 
community. 


The old house was repaired and 
adapted for nine self-contained 
flats on two floors and the large 
drawing room on the ground floor 
was developed as a common room 
for old people with kitchen and 
lavatory accommodation. The blocks 
of old people’s houses were then laid 
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out around this as a centre, and most 
of the old trees were retained. 

For economy reasons, all blocks 
were designed to the same plan, 
i.e., four flats to each block, two being 
on the ground floor and two on the 
first. Each flat has a living-room, 
bedroom, small kitchen and bath- 
room, and fuel stores are inside each 
flat. Corner blocks were designed 
to the same plan to give living-room 
aspects in all cases of south-east 
or south-west. The living-room is 
heated by Ideal ‘‘ Neofire”’ for 
smokeless fuel and with gas igniter 
and this heats the cylinder in the 
linen cupboard and a radiator in 
the bedroom. Each tenant has a 
small garden at the back, and the 
council maintain the common 
gardens at the front. 

In all, 44 separate dwellings have 
been provided on the edge of the 
estate nearest to the local activities 
of Woodford Bridge which, although 
now only another part of the 
borough, still retains to a surprising 
degree its character of an old 
country village, and this in spite of 
being only ten miles from London. 

The architects were Messrs. 
Tooley and Foster, FF.R.I.B.A., 
and the quantity surveyors, Messrs. 
Thurgood, Son and Chidgey. 

The general contractor for the 
new houses was Mr. W.C. Stock, of 
Warren-road, Wanstead, and for the 
conversion of Thurlby House, 
Messrs. R. J. Minchin and Co., of 
Woodford Bridge. Following is a

200 years’ lease. After many delays work on the site 
commenced in March, 195¢c. At this time, official sanction 
had been given to proceed with one of the three phases 
of the whole scheme. This first phase covered the work- 
shops and two main stacking bays, the second phase was 
for a third stacking bay, while phase III, not yet com- 
menced, is to be the main administrative block. Permission 
was received to proceed with phase II in April, 1951

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A temporary administrative building has been provided at 
the workshop side of the site, to be used until such time as 
authority is received for completing the girag:. This 
block consists of a time office, cash office, messroom and 
lavatory accommodation 

The main buildings are designed in the most modern 
form of construction with reinforced concrete columns 
supporting prestressed concrete beams carrying the barrel 
vaulting, the external walls being of brickwork Ihe 

ymcrete floors consist of mechanical'y vibrated concrete 
8 in. thick, with dowelled and expansion joints laid on a 
16-in. underbed of red shale. On this floor a net-work ot 
tubular steel scaffolding was erected to support the timber 
shuttering required to form the roof beams and_ barrel 
vaults The curved roof beams have a clear span of 
97 ft. 6 in., and were cast in position together with the 
2}-in. thick barrel vaulted shell roof, the beams only being 
mechanically vibrated 

A hollow rectangular rubber core was positioned within 
the full length of each beam before casting. When the 
ve rubber cores were withdrawr

concrete was partly set, t 
and 60 high-tensile steel wires, kept apart by separators, 
were threaded through the aperture formed by the 
rubber cores 

After 14 days, when the concrete had 
60 per cent. of its full strength, the wires were tensioned 
in pairs up to 20,000 Ib. by means of a hydraulic jack 
anchored at the ends bv steel wedges. Liquid cement was 
then pumped from above into the cavity containing the 
wires until it was completely filled. Provision has been 
made for the expansion and contraction of the complete 
structure by means of expansion joints which divide the

building into separate sections The waterproofing to 
the roofs consists of three layers of felt bedded in bitumastic 
solution, and the final layer pregritted to a green mineral 
finish with natural asphalt gutters and flashings. The 
facing of the buildings externally has been carried out in 
Hantec golden bricks with reconstructed stone dressings, 
and internally with Nutec white internal facings. 

Natural lighting is provided from windows in the front 
and side walls and from barrel vault roof-lights. The 
various entrances to the garage are fitted with collapsible 
steel shutter doors 

The workshop is a separate unit of conventional type, 
with day and night foremen’s offices, works offices, stores, 


etc It is isolated from the main operating section of the 
garage. ‘Ten pits are provided, five at each side, with 
sunken w orkplaces ; two pits are arranged for servicing 


under-floor engined buses 

Hot-water heating is provided by three boilers, from a 
boiler-house behind the workshops. Heating is by hot- 
water radiators on pillars and piping assisted by electric 
circulating pumps. The whole has circulation capacity 
of 250 gallons per minute at a temperature of 180 degrees F 
Hot water for cleaning and domestic use is supplied from 
calorifiers Fumes are extracted from the main garage 
space by means of extractor fans fitted in two of the smaller 
buildings at the rear of the main garage block. Workshop 
lighting is provided by means of 28 5-ft. twin 80-watt 
fluorescent lamps. The pits also are lit with fluorescent 
lamps

MODULAR CO-ORDINATION 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—I would like to thank you for 
your interesting leading article of 
December 19 in reference to my recent 
** Bossom Lecture ’”’ at the Royal Society 
of Arts and for your support for my pro- 
posal that the Modular Society should 
be formed. We are planning to convene 
the inaugural meeting at the Royal Society 
of Arts at the end of January. 

You mention the problem of tolerances, 
which, like many others, was only touched 
upon in my lecture. This, I agree, is 
one of the most critical, and it is typical 
of those that require constructional experi- 
ence for its solution rather than back-room 
research. We have in building no common 
stock of knowledge about tolerances, 
such as exists, for example, in mechanical 
engineering. It is in order to build up 
such a stock by centralising experience 
that the Modular Society is being estab- 
lished, and to agree upon a common line 
of development among those chiefly con- 
cerned—the architects, builders and manu- 
facturers already working in this field. 
Since my lecture I have received many 
requests from such people to keep them 
posted.

COST OF HOUSES 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—In reply to the query by your 

correspondent, ‘“‘ Interested Reader” 

in your issue of December 12, the 

following details show, in our view, the 

approximate proportion of the total cost 

of a pair of houses taken up by each main 
trade : 

Section 1.—Excavator and concretor 
(assuming a normal site and including for 
hard filling and for concreting to sub- 
floors). Proportion per pair, 4.25 per cent. 

Section 2.—({a) bricklayer—up _ to 
ground-floor line. 3.75 per cent. 

(6) bricklayer—above ground floor line 
(including work in internal partitions, 
fixing only fireplaces and laying quarry 
floors) 33.50 per cent. 

Section 3.—Drainlayer (assuming 
normal site). 2.50 per cent. Section 4.— 
Roofer (assuming roof tiled with concrete 
tiles). 5.00 per cent. Section 5.— 
Carpenter and joiner. 15.50 per cent. 
Section 6.—Plasterer. 6.00 per cent. 

Section 7.—Plumber and glazier (in- 

uding sanitary fittings). 9.00 per cent. 
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Section 8.—Electrician. 2.50 per cent. 
Section 9.—Gas fitter (excluding gas 
cooker). 0.50 per cent. Section 10.— 
Painter and decorator. 5.50 per cent. 

Section 11.—P.C. sums: (a) Iron- 
mongery, standard cupboards and standard 
doors, supplied only. 4.50 per cent. 
(6) Standard windows. 3.00 per cent. 
(c) Cooker and fireplaces. 2.50 per cent. 
(d) Floor finishes. 2.00 per cent. 

The figures given above are the average 
figures relating to a contract for traditional 
houses carried out for a local authority 
during 1951. The proportion of the 
amount of the preliminary items to be 
borne by each trade has been allowed for 
in the percentages.

A SIMPLE THEODOLITE 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—It is now 20 years since I first 
used a “simple” theodolite on a 
building site. It was equipped with a 
6-in. telescope fitted with a level, and the 
three-screw levelling arrangement. There 
was a 4-in. horizontal circle only, reading 
by vernier to 10 minutes. This instru- 
ment was quite adequate for all the jobs 
usually encountered on a building job, 
such as producing straight lines, dropping- 
in intermediates, dropping lines into 
basements and peer holes, setting-out 
any angle, and levelling. 

It had, in my opinion, two faults. 
(1) There was no magnifier on the 
vernier, and (2) the instrument was not 
adjustable horizontally on the upper 
levelling plate. The first fault was easily 
overcome by using a pockét magnifier, 
but the second made setting-up a rather 
tricky business, as the only method of 
adjusting the position of the centre-bob 
to coincide with a given point was by 
moving the tripod legs.

OBITUARY 
ROBERT ATKINSON, OBE, FRIBA 
WE record with great regret the death, 
in London, on December 26, of 
Mr. Robert Atkinson, O.B.E., M.A.(Arch.) 
F.R.I.B.A. He was 69. The Presidente 
of the Royal Institute of British Architects 


(Mr. Howard M. Robertson, M.C., 
A.R.A.) contributes the following memoir : 


THE LAST THING that ever entered my 
mind was that it would fall to me to write, 
under these circumstances, a tribute to 
Robert Atkinson. Youthful as he appeared 
for his years, enthusiastic and discerning 
as he was in mind and outlook, and loving 
architecture as he did, it is hard to realise 
that he is no longer there to speak his 
mind with the clarity, the freshness and 
the endearing frankness which made 
Robert Atkinson the best of advisers and 
critics and probably the finest exponent 
that we have had for decades of the princi- 
ples that should lie behind an architectural 
education. 

Farseeing, imaginative and balanced 
as he was as an architect, as a magnificent 
planner and delineator, it is his contribu- 
tion to architectural education that will 
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always be memorable. The book tha 


he wrote with Hope Bagenal was to be the 
forerunner of several ; it stands alone and 


has never been surpassed as exposition. 
He literally remade the A.A. schools at 
the time of the First World War. From 
his storehouse of experience and study, 
with the clearest and most orderly of 
minds, he gave lec.ures and criticisms 
which will never be forgotten by those who 
listened to them. He was a modernist in 
principles, but one who knew tradition 
and could expound its lessons. As the 
Director of the A.A. schools when I was 
Principal, he was a friend to us all, dis- 
cerning, wise and so terribly right in his 
judgment as to be uncanny. When his 
wisdom hurt, his unfailing humour set all 
right again, especially when one could go 
to his room and pass from the subject of 
architecture to those of the books and 
antiques that- he loved so well. ‘The 
passing of Robert Atkinson is indeed a 
sad blow for his relatives and friends, and 
a serious loss to our profession. 


Robert Atkinson was born in Wigton, 
Cumberland, on August 1, 1883. He received 
his architectural education at Nottingham 
School of Art and at University College, 
Nottingham, gaining the R.I.B.A. Tite 
prize in 1905. He also studied in Italy, 
Paris and America. After a period in John 
Belcher’s office, where C. E. Mallows, the 
perspective artist, was a colleague, he set up 
on his own in Gray’s Inn. In 1913 he was 
appointed Principal of the Architectural 
Association School of Architecture. When in 
1920 he retired from the post, he had. built up 
the School toa stage where it deservedly held an 
international reputation. From 1920 (when 
Mr. Howard Robertson became Principal) 
to 1929, he acted as advisory Director of 
Education. 

Atkinson was one of the earliest designers of 
cinemas, and before 1914 had built such 
theatres in Edinburgh and Liverpool, but his 
best-known work in this field was the Regent 
Cinema, Brighton, the first of the so-called 
*‘luxury” cinemas. His versatility is shown 
by the fact that, at much the same time, he 
designed St. Catherine’s Church, Hammer- 
smith, a beautiful vaulted structure of great 
merit. Much later, in 1940, in partnership 
with Mr. A. F. B. Anderson, F.R.I.B.A., 
S.A.D.G., he was to rebuild, on a site at 
Twickenham, Middlesex, the City church of 
All Hallows. Other notable works were the 
Bath Improvement Scheme; the Gresham 
Hotel, Dublin; the Barber Institute of Fine 
Art, Birmingham (awarded the Birmingham 
and Five Counties’ A.A. bronze medal); Sir 
Henry Lunn’s travel agency, Haymarket ; 
the Gas, Light and Coke Co.’s showrooms, 
Edgware-road ; Croydon electricity offices ; 
and Stockleigh Hall, Regent’s Park (for which 
he and Mr. Anderson were jointly awarded 
the London Architecture Medal, 1937). 
Atkinson was a consummate draughtsman and 
a collector of taste who, behind a manner 
which could be brusque, concealed a generous, 
kindly heart. He was made O.B.E. in 1951.

REGISTRATION COUNCIL 
Eighty-third Ordinary Meeting 
OME concern was expressed by the 

Architects’ Registration Council at its 
eighty-third ordinary meeting on December 
19, at the prevalence and increase of adver- 
tising or touting in the profession. At the 
meeting eight complaints of this type of mis- 
conduct came before the Council and they 
decided to send these to the Discipline Com- 
mittee for inquiry. Mr. E. D. Jefferiss 
Mathews, O.B.E., F.R.LB.A., was in the 
chair. 

The Council noted the election of Capt. 
Montagu Evans by the representatives of the 
“Unattached” Architects in succession to 
Mr. Gordon Jackson (resigned), and also the 
nomination of Mr. L. A. Butterfield by the 
Incorporated Association of Architects and 
Surveyors in succession to Mr. A. O. 
Marshall (resigned). 

The Admission Committee recommended 
to the Council that 397 applicants be ad- 
mitted to the Register. Of this figure, 393 
qualified by examination, three were archi- 
tects who had resigned and were seeking re- 
admission, and one was an application sup- 
ported by a Constituent Body of the Council. 
One further application under the last 
category was rejected. 

The total number of applications received 
under the 1938 Act and Regulation 26(a), (2), 
(5), (7) and (b) was 5,632, of which 3,972 
were recommended for admission, 1,454 
were rejected, and 204 were withdrawn, 
leaving a balance to be dealt with of two. 

A member drew the Council’s attention to 
the fact that Mr. Vincent Burr had now 
completed 20 years on the Admission Com- 
mittee and had been its chairman since 1940. 
He expressed the hope that Mr. Burr would 
continue to serve the Council for many 
more years. 

The Counci] approved the appointment of 
the following as the Panel of Examiners for 
the Maintenance Scholarships, 1953:— 
Chairman of the Panel of Examiners, Mr. 
Kenneth M. B. Cross; general knowledge, 
Mr. F. F. S. Bryson; mathematics, Dr. E. S. 
Martin; essays, Dr. G. 1. Sinclair; drawing 
test and design test, Mr. Hubert Lidbetter. 

The Finance and General Purposes Com- 
mittee reported that the voters’ list for the 
election of representatives of the “ Un- 
attached” Architects for the year 1953-54 
has been prepared by the Registrar, in 
accordance with Regulation 44, and contains 
2,516 names entitling the “Unattached” 
Architects to six representatives on the 
Council. 

The Committee also reported that in 
accordance with the Council’s instructions 
the names of 67 persons were removed from 
the Register on November 17 last for non- 
payment of the 1952 Retention Fee. The 
corresponding figure for 1951 was 90. 


Touting for Work 


The Professional Purposes Committee 
have considered and approved the report of 
a sub-committee they appointed to look into 
the question of the distribution of work by 
public bodies in relation tc the prohibitions 
against touting contained in the Code of 
Conduct, and have recommended that a 
communication be sent to the central bodies 
representing local authorities en the lines 
set out in the following draft, for the in- 
formation of their members or branches :— 


Sir, — he Architects’ Registration Coun- 
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cil, who are responsible under Section 7 of 
the Architects’ Registration Act, 1931, for 
maintaining a correct standard of conduct 
in the architectural profession, will be much 
obliged if you will draw the attention of 
your members to the following provision in 
the Code of Professional Conduct issued for 
the guidance of architects : — 


“The growth of an architect’s practice 
should depend on merit. He must not ad- 
vertise or tout for business or allow any 
member of his staff so to do. Nor may he 
(save to members of his staff) give or offer 
remuneration, or other consideration, for 
the introduction of clients or of work.” 


Any architect who writes to a_ local 
authority offering his services to the local 
authority, or asking that his name be placed 
on a list or panel of architects to whom 
work may be entrusted, should be advised to 
apply to one of the following professional 
bodies :— 

Any local Architectural Society, the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, the Royal 
Incorporation of Architects in Scotland, the 
Royal Society of Ulster Architects, the In- 
corporated Association of Architects and 
Surveyors, the Faculty of Architects and 
Surveyors, the Architectural Association, or 
the Association of Building Technicians, 
who will take note of his application and 
take such action by way of recommendation 
or otherwise as they think fit. 

There is no objection to an architect re- 
plying to an advertisement issued by a local 
authority inviting architects to offer their 
services, nor is there any objection to a 
direct approach to a local authority by 
persons, whether registered as architects or 
not, who desire to be employed as assistants 
under the architect to the authority. 


Selection of Architects for Work 


The Committee have considered whether 
there is any case for advising local authori- 
ties as to the methods they should adopt in 
selecting architects; either for salaried 
appointments or for occasional employment. 
“It is within the competence of the Archi- 
tects’ Registration Council,’ states the Com- 
mittee’s report, “to tender advice on any 
matter, but we are of opinion that as tne 
method of distribution of work by local 
authorities does not come within the scope 
of the statutory functions of the Council it 
would be inadvisable to take any such 
action.” 

Referring to Assistant Architects, the re- 

“port of the General Purposes Committee 
stated that a complaint had been received 
that some local authorities classified their 
architectural assistants under the title 
“ Assistant Architects.” 

The Council's solicitor advised some time 
ago that it was uncertain whether the use 
of the title “ Assistant Architect” could, in 
fact, be a breach of Section 1 of the Archi- 
tects’ Registration Act, 1938, which pro- 
hibited an unregistered person from practis- 
ing or carrying on business under any name, 
style or title containing the word “ Archi- 
tect,” and that the point must remain in 
doubt unless and until t had been decided 
in the Courts. 

The Committee accordingly recom- 
mended that a communication be sent to the 
central bodies representing local authorities 
to the following effect: — 

“Attention has been drawn to the title 
‘Assistant Architects’ used by some local 
authorities to designate persons in their em- 
ployment who are, in fact, not registered 
architects and whom it would be accurate to

describe as ‘ Architectural Assistants.’ Many 
of the persons so described are not qualified 
for registration as architects, not having 
passed the requisite final examination. 

“Section 1 of the Architects’ Registration 
Act, 1938, prohibits an unregistered person 
from practising or carrying on business 
under any name, style or title containing 
the word ‘ Architect’ and it is open to any 
member of the public to lay an information 
before magistrates alleging such an offence. 
If the matter is put to the test, it may be 
held by the Courts that the use of the title 
‘Assistant Architect’ by an unregistered 
person is a breach of the Act punishable by 
a fine not exceeding £50. On these grounds 
it is advisable that the term ‘ Architectural 
Assistants’ should be used. 


“The title ‘ Assistant Architect’ may, of 
course, be used by persons who have been 
duly registered as architects.” 


ALTERNATIVE USE OF HOUSING 
' Emergency Control Ended 


Mr. HAROLD MACMILLAN, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, has sent 
a circular to all local authorities in England 
and Wales pointing out that defence regula- 
tion 68 CA has been revoked by Order in 
Council. This regulation provided that 
accommodation which had been used for 
housing purposes since December 31, 1938, 
should not be used for other purposes except 
with the consent of the housing authority. 


The circular points out that although an 
end has been put to this emergency control, 
there is no change in the Minister’s view 
that loss of housing accommodation should 
be prevented wherever possible. As he 
points out, the regulation is no longer 
needed because the local planning authority 
has powers under the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, to prevent any material 
change of use of a building. 

Planning authorities, Mr. Macmillan 
states, may refuse to allow housing 
accommodation to be converted to another 
use, even when that use is in accord with 
their own development plans. When 
circumstances have changed and the hous- 
ing situation has become easier, permission 
for a change of use can always be granted 
on a fresh application. 

To ensure that the views of housing 
authorities are fully known to local planning 
authorities before decisions on applications 
to change the use of housing accommodation 
are taken, the Minister has provided by a 
direction for consultation between planning 
and housing authorities on such applications. 


MODEL BYE-LAWS 
Lectures at Brixton School of Building 


A course of four lectures on the new 
model bye-laws will be given at L.C.C. 
Brixton School of Building, Ferndale-road, 
S.W.4, on Tuesday evenings, commencing 
on February 10 at 6.30 p.m. The lecturer, 
Mr. R. A. Simons, was one of the technical 
officers serving the committee preparing this 
new edition of the model building bye-laws. 

The course will treat the bye-laws from 
the technical aspect and will go through the 
new model dealing specially with the features 
in which it differs from the old. The fee 
for the course is £1, and applications for 
admission should be made by letter to the 
secretary of the school, stating name and 
address, position held and particulars of 
technical qualifications. 
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HIGH RENTS IN THE 
NEW TOWNS 


Development Corporations’ Growing 
Concern 


THE New Town Development Corpora- 
tions, in their annual reports to the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
for the year ended March 31 last (H.M.S.O., 
price 15s.) are practically unanimous in ex- 
pressing growing concern at the ever higher 
rents they are being forced to charge as a 
result of the increasing cost of building and 
higher interest rates on Government loans. 

THE STEVENAGE CORPORATION says that 
new town rents are probably the only rents 
in the country which reflect the true cost of 
unit building and overheads, and points out 
that the Corporations of new towns are at 
a considerable disadvantage compared with 
local authorities where rents are concerned 
as “local authorities are able to adjust their 
rents by allocating part of the cost to other 
financial votes and by making good 
deficiencies from the rate funds. These ad- 
justments are not available to New Town 
Corporations.” In addition, local authori- 
ties usually possess pre-war houses, whose 
rents can be raised to off-set some of the 
high rents they would otherwise have to 
charge on new property. Yet a further diffi- 
culty is that, again unlike local authorities, 
Development Corporations are subject to the 
Rent Restrictions Acts, and rents fixed in the 
first instance cannot be raised. 

Continuing, the Stevenage Corporation 
says that, to justify the higher rents they 
must charge, “Corporations must not only 
attract industry to their towns: they must 
provide for that industry the best possible 
working conditions. . . They must likewise 
provide an exceptional! standard of housing 
and amenities. Only thus will the public 
come to realise that the payment of these 
rents is worth while. If Corporations can, 
in fact, achieve this high standard, they will 
be performing a valuable service by relieving 
the rate burden and establishing housing 

. . Subject to the statutory subsidies, upon 
an economic basis.” 


Effect on Industry 


BASILDON CORPORATION comments on the 
effect of high rents on industry. It is pointed 
out that an industrialist is not only con- 
cerned with the rent of his factory; if rents 
of his employees’ houses are high he knows 
that they can only be sustained in the long 
run by a high wage level. This aspect is 
particularly relevant where a factory and its 
employees have moved from an area of low 
rents. These considerations lead the Corp- 
oration to give a warning: “If the proper 
cost of houses and factories cannot be 
recovered in mutually acceptable rents, then 
it would seem that a decline in economic 
development must be accepted, or other 
means adopted to redress the position.” 

CRAWLEY CORPORATION says that despite 
all efforts to economise the cost of a specific 
house tendered for each year from 1948 to 
1952 has steadily increased by an amount 
equivalent to 40 per cent. on the 1948 cost. 
in addition, there have been the two 
increases in Treasury loan charges. In conse- 
quence, the Corporation has been forced to 
increase rents very considerably, while 
“recent tenders show that the full force of 
current building costs has not yet been felt,” 
and unless there is a downward trend in 
the cost of building and of money, a further 
review of rents may be necessary. 

HARLOW CORPORATION comments: “ Rents 
of houses now being built will be much 
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above those of earlier houses, although, in 
order to reduce costs, certain refinements 
have been omitted from later houses. At 
the same time the disparity between local 
authority and Corporation rents increases. 
The inereased cost of construction is felt not 
only on housing but on factories, shops, 
sewerage and water schemes, open space 
development and other local authority 
services. So far as commercial and indus- 
trial properties are concerned, the Corpora- 
tion must either work to a smaller margin 
or increase rents; increases in the cost of 
other services will eventually mean a high 
local rate. The Corporation is also con- 
cerned with the long-term point of view. If 
present costs are at their peak .... any 
material recession in prices in the next few 
years will inevitably involve the Corporation 
in a heavy capital loss and it may be diffi- 
cult to maintain rent levels.” 


Lower Paid Workers’ Difficulty 


HEMEL ‘HEMPSTEAD CORPORATION has also 
had to make a series of increases in house 
rents, “already high by local authority 
standards.” The Corporation gives a warn- 
ing that even allowing for housing standards 
comparable with those of the People’s 
House, it is clear that it will be difficult for 
the lower paid workers needed for the town 
to meet the rents which must be charged. 

BRACKNELL CORPORATION says that its 
houses are designed to the minimum 
acceptable standards, and i* will be impos- 
sible to make further economies. 

WELWYN GARDEN CITY CORPORATION 
“remain anxious over the difficulty in 
enabling houses to be let at economic rents 
which prospective tenants can afford.” 

PETERLEE CORPORATION estimates that the 
economic rent of a three-bedroom house of 
a total area of 895 sq. ft. is between 26s. and 
27s. This compares with the 18s. a week 
charged by the Easington R.D.C. for post- 
war houses, and with the 18s. which was 
assumed as a fair rent when the Exchequer 
subsidy was revised in February last. In 
view of these facts, the Corporation has 
sought the Ministry’s authority to fix rents 
at less than the economic level. 

AYCLIFFE CORPORATION speaks of the 
“considerable embarrassment” occasioned 
by the raising of interest rates from three to 
four and a quarter per cent. in the year under 
review, which has forced the Corporation 
to charge higher rents. “The effect of the 
increased rate of interest has also been 
noticed in connection with the Corpora- 
tion’s scheme for the hire of household 
appliances, and there has been a slight fall- 
ing off of demand on all except the essen- 
tial electric or gas cookers.” 


Direct Labour Favoured 

The Aycliffe Corporation also report that 
45 per cent. of the building work in progress 
is being carried out by the Corporation’s 
direct labour department, “who have 
proved that not only can they build houses 
more cheaply than ‘outside contractors, but 
what is more important still, that they cah 
complete the contracts much more quickly. 
Every effort has been made to encourage 
competition between private contractors, 
but the response has been very poor, 
and if the development of the town is to be 
completed within a reasonable time, a 
greater portion of the work than hitherto 
will have to be undertaken by the direct 
labour department.” The Corporation has 
accordingly applied to the Ministry to ex- 
pand its direct labour force to 500 and to 
be allowed to provide it with the continuity 
of work which is essential for the success 
of the department. 


MONOPOLIES 
COMMISSION 


Inquiry into Restrictive Practices 


rPHE President of the Board of Trade, an 

July 23, announced to the House of 
Commons his intention to ask the 
Monopolies Commission for a report under 
Section 15 of the Monopolies and Restric- 
tive Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 
1948, on the general effect on the public 
interest of some class of widely prevalent 
practices. On December 19, he defined the 
precise terms within which the Commission 
are to work in connection with this require- 
ment. They are as follows:— 

For the purposes of this requirement “ the 
specified practices” are actions taken in the 
course of carrying out such agreements as 
are described below: (i) Agreements between 
two or more persons carrying on business 
as suppliers of goods in the United Kingdom 
which have the effect of requiring the parties 
to the agreements or any of them, either 
absolutely or to such extent as may be 
specified or described in the agreements or 
determined in accordance therewith:— 

(a) to withhold from any persons so speci- 
fied, described or determined supplies of 
goods of any description or orders for such 
supplies; (b) not to provide such supplies or 
give such orders to such persons except on 
terms and conditions which are less fav- 
ourable than those applicable in the case 
of other persons; (c) to offer to any person 
rebates to be calculated at rates dependent 
on the total value of goods supplied to that 
person by all the parties to the agreements. 


(ii) Agreements between two or more 
persons carrying on business as persons 
applying any process to goods in the United 
Kingdom which have the effect of requiring 
the parties to the agreements or any of them, 
either absolutely or to such extent as may 
be specified or described in the agreements 
or determined in accordance therewith:— 

(a) not to apply that process to the goods 
of any persons so specified, described or de- 
termined; (b) only to apply such process to 
the goods of such persons on terms and con- 
ditions which are less favourable than those 
applicable in the case of other persons; 
(c) to offer to any person rebates to be cal- 
culated at rates dependent on the total value 
of work done for that person by all the 
parties to the agreements. 

The expression “the specified practices” 
shall not, however, include actions taken in 
the course of carrying out: (a) agreements 
between a particular supplier or a icular 
processor of goods (whether an individual, 
a partnership or a body corporate) and the 
purchaser or owner (as the case may be) of 
those goods to which no other persons are 
parties; (b) agreements under which a licence 
is granted by the proprieter of a patent ‘or 
trade mark (not being a certification trade 
mark) for the manufacture or sale of goods 
to which no persons other than the propriétor 
and licensee afte parties; (c) agreéments the 
only purpose of which is to allocate markets 
on a territorial basis among the respective 
parties thereto; (d) agreements to which the 
only parties are two or more interconnected 
bodies corporate within the meaning of: the 
Monopolies and _ Restrictive 
(Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, or two or 
more persons carrying on business in 
partnership with each other. b> Go 

The agreements mentioned in the. .fore- 
going paragraphs include any agreements or 
arrangements, whether or not they would be 
legally enforceable. ~ ° faces 
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FIRE GRADING OF 
BUILDINGS 


An M.O.W. Building Study 


“ PURE Grading of Buildings,” now 
published in the Ministry of Works 
series ‘a Post-War Building Studies*, will be 
of interest to architects, engineers, municipal 
and other planning authorities, manufac- 
turers of building materials, property 
owners and others concerned with protec- 
tion of life and property from fire. 

This report by a joint committee of the 
Building Research Board (Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research) and of the 
Fire O > Committee, continues the in- 
vestigations published in 19457 as “ Part 1.” 
The new publication embodies “ Parts II, Ill 
and IV.” These discuss, respectively: 
Equipment in buildings for detection and 
fire fighting; precautions relating to safety of 
accupants; and risks from chimneys, flue 
pipes and hearths. 

In Part Il, general guidance is given to 
building designers on systems for detecting 
and giving warning of fire, manual and auto- 
matic extinguishing equipment for dealing 
with fires at inception, and means ‘to assist 
the public fire service. Diagrams are in- 
cluded showing the minimum distances and 
other operational details such as access of 
the normal 50-ft. escape ladder and, in the 
case of buildings more than 42 ft. high, for 
the use of the 100-ft. turntable ladder for 
rescue work. 

Part Ill, the largest portion of the report, 
is divided into two sections, the first dealing 
with building construction as it affects the 
safety of occupants, the second with means 
of escape. 

Recommendations are made herein for 
permissible “population densities” in 
theatres or cinemas, dance halls, restau- 
rants, retail shops and department stores 
(allowance is made for crowded areas such 
as bargain basements or popular counters at 
Christmas or sales-time), offices and fac- 
tories. Structural precautions to ensure 
adequate safety standards for the occupants 
of residential buildings (blocks of flats, 
hotels, institutions), as well as assembly 
buildings and industrial premises, are con- 
sidered under the following headings: 
minimising spread of flame on wall and 
ceiling surfaces; minimising movement of 
smoke and hot gases through the building; 
minimising penetration of flame or heat 
through walls, floors and partitions. 

Size limitations for buildings are suggested 
according to usage; these should be read in 
conjunction with Part I. 

Recommendations are made (in Section II) 
on such matters as width and position of 
exit doors and staircases in various classes 
of buildings; safe “travel distances” to 
exits according to population load and struc- 
ture of the building; and the construction of 
exits and staircases, both internal and 
external. 

A new method of calculating staircase 
width is developed, and on this basis tables 
are given recommending the number and 
width of staircases for buildings of various 
heights and occupancies. In Part IV, 
recommendations are made on such matters 
as unprotected flue pipes, height of chimney 
outlets above the roof, and the dimensions 
of hearths and kerbs. 

The Committee has again considered wood

TOWN PLANNING 
DECISIONS 


Refusal to Allow Change of Use of 
House Over-ruled 


(THE Minister of Housing and Local 

Government has given his decision in 
the appeal of Mr. R. G. Faulkner against the 
refusal of the Oxford City Council to allow 
him to change the use of No. 93, Cardigan- 
street, Oxford, from a private dwelling-house 
to that of a motor-cycle showroom and 
store. 

In announcing his decision, the Minister 
says he notes that although the appeal site 
is within an area which the Council wishes 
to redevelop comprehensively, there have as 
yet been no firm proposals either for land 
use or for timing. He notes, also, that the 
appellant’s business has been established in 
this part of Oxford for many years and that 
next door to the appeal site he has a show- 
room and store. 

The present proposal is to extend that 
building and, in the Minister’s opinion, it 
can be carried out without prejudicing the 
Council’s plans for the redevelopment of 
the area as a whole, or being in any way 
undesirable on planning grounds. 

The Minister has accordingly decided to 
allow the appeal, but adds that his consent 
relates only to the use of the land. Any 
proposal—such as was put forward at the 
inquiry—to demolish the existing house and 
to erect a new building better suited to the 
needs of a showroom and store would, of 
course, necessitate a further application to 
the Council for planning permission. 


Appeal Against L.C.C. Conditions 
Upheld by Minister 

AN appeal by Sibleys (1922), Limited, 
against a condition imposed by the L.C.C., 
requiring a brick wall—as distinct from 
a concrete fence--to be erected to a 
height of 6 ft. 7 in. along one of the bound- 
aries of a new factory which the Company 
propose to erect on an L.C.C. industrial 
estate at Battersea, S.W., has been upheld 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. 

A further condition imposed upon the 

company was that the whole of the new 
external brickwork of the proposed building 
and the above mentioned enclosing wall 
should be constructed with facing bricks of 
approved colour and texture, samples of such 
bricks to be submitted to the Council for 
consideration and approval. 
- The appeal was brought under Section 16 
of the Town and Country Planning Act, 
1947, sub-section 2 of which empowers the 
Minister to reverse or vary any part of the 
decision of a local planning authority, 
whether or not the appeal relates to that part, 
and to deal with the application as if it had 
been made to him in the first instance. 

At a public inquiry which was held into 
the matter earlier this year, it was contended 
on behalf of the appellants that the appear- 
ance of a Winslot Unit Concrete Fence (Type 
2), which they wished to erect, would not be 
detrimental to the amenities of the area, that 
it would be easier to keep clean and repair, 
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and that the difference in cost between a 
concrete fence of this type and a brick wall 
would be about £400. 

It was stated on behalf of the Council that 
the conditions were imposed in order to 
ensure that the appearance of the premises 
should be satisfactory and in harmony with 
the development approved for neighbouring 
sites. It was a misconception, in their 
opinion, to believe that concrete was a 
cleaner material than brickwork, which 
would absorb soot and become mellow in 
use. 

The Minister states, in the course of his 
decision, that whilst he appreciates the 
Council’s desire that the proposed develop- 
ment should be in harmony with its surround- 
ings, he has come to the conclusion that 
either a brick wall or a concrete fence would 
be equally suitable in this industrial area. 
He has accordingly decided to allow the 
appeal and, in pursuance of the powers con- 
ferred upon him by Section 16 (2) of the 
Act, to vary the said condition to the extent 
that “the proposed wall to enclose the 
south-western portion of the site shall consist 
of either a Winslot Unit Concrete Fence 
(Type 2) of not less than 6 ft. 7 in., nor more 
than 7 ft. 9 in. in height, or a brick wall of 
a height of 6 ft. 7 in., with entrance gates 
of a similar height and not less than 16 ft. 
in width to the proposed access openings 
in the fence or wall.” 


DIRECT LABOUR 
Lewisham Council to Investigate 


LEWISHAM Borough Council, at its meet- 

ing on December 18, decided to set up 
a special committee to investigate the costing, 
working and planning of the council’s direct 
building works department. 

The motion to investigate was moved by 
Councillor G. R. D. Bradfield, leader of the 
council’s Conservative majority. Socialists 
opposed the setting up of the committee 
and claimed it was the prelude to an attack 
on the system of direct labour, which was 
first brought into operation by them in Janu- 
ary, 1947, when they were in power. 

The direct labour force of the council em- 
ploys between 400 and 500, the strength of 
the force varying seasonally. 

The setting up of the committee follows 
a report from the housing building committee 
revealing that in some permanent housing 
schemes where direct labour is used the final 
cost will be “ considerably ” higher than the 
estimated cost. 

The housing building committee ‘has set 
up a special sub-committee of its own to 
investigate in detail one site where direct 
labour has been used, at Somertrees-avenue 
and Balder-rise, Lee. 

After tenders were invited for the erection 
of 12 houses in Balder-rise, the work was 
given to direct labour, whose estimate was 
about £3,000 lower than the nearest private 
tender. The building of houses in Somer- 
trees-avenue was not put out to tender, but 
given to direct labour because it was reckoned 
Balder-rise and Somertrees-avenue were one 
development. 

The report of the housing building commit- 
tee gives no figures, but it is understood that 
the difference between estimated cost and 
actual cost for the entire development 
(Somertrees-avenue and _ Balder-rise) is 


several thousand pounds. 

The particular one-site investigation of the 
sub-committee of the housing building com- 
mittee, and the general investigation of the 
committee specially set up by the council, 
will continue simultaneously.

Special Emphasis on Prefabricated 
: Buildings 


THE Board of Trade has issued a supple- 

ment to the advance catalogue for the 
Coronation Year British Industries Fair. The 
supplementary catalogue lists exhibitors in 
the prefabricated buildings section which has 
been organised with the help of the Ministry 
of Works and which it is believed will be 
an outstanding new attraction both to buyers 
and to the general public. 

Invitations to participate in this section 
have been well received by the industry, and 
a very good representation of all sections of 
the industry is expected. 

The Board of Trade are publicising the 
feature as a “Sectional City.” It will cover 
more than 40,000 sq. ft. of space on the first- 
floor at Earl’s Court. Not all firms will be 
showing complete houses, but the Bristol 
exhibit comprises a hospital and a school 
unit, and exhibitors showing complete furn- 
ished houses include Newsums, Booths, 
Scottwood, K-D Homes, Crudens and Unit- 
roy. A special scheme of decor is being 
provided for the section to give an attractive 
garden city appearance, and the Cruden 
house will be furnished as an all - Scottish 
house. A plan of the layout will shortly be 
available. 

In addition to 130,000 potential ovérseas 
buyers who are on the Board of Trade’s lists 
for their direct mail campaign, special letters 
of invitation to the Sectional City are being 
sent to additional lists of state and city hous- 
ing authorities, engineers and managers of 
mining and oil companies, etc. Some 200 
United Kingdom commercial and informa- 
tion officers in all parts of the world have 
been given preliminary news about the 
section and are arranging for it to be publi- 
cised in their territory. 

Many of the exhibiting firms have already 
returned the Press Questionnaire with news- 
worthy details of their exhibits, including 
photographs, and these can be seen at the 
B.o.T.’s Press office. The B.I.F. in London 
has no special opening ceremony, but one 
po be arranged particularly for the Sectional 

ity. 

The Birmingham section of the Fair will 
continue to have displays of products of 
interest to the building industry generally, 
including prefabricated buildings, but the 
Sectional City at Earl’s Court represents the 
industry in a much wider and more intensive 
way than has been previously done in 
Birmingham. i 

Exports of prefabricated buildings in the 
last four years have gone up from £80,000 
to nearly £8,000,000.

While the exhibition is being held, the 
Technical College is co-operating by inviting 
builders and members of the public to visit 
its workshops, see work in progress and 
examine students’ handicraft. 

Ministry of Works exhibits will include 
“ Building Research and Housing,” “ Domes- 
tic Plumbing” and “Careers in Building.” 
There will also be exhibits of local interest. 

The research and housing section will 
show the result of scientific research applied 
to every phase of house-building from 
foundations to roof. 

The “Careers in Building” exhibit is 
designed to show the opportunities which 
exist for boys of school-leaving age who 
decide to make building their career. 

A series of lectures will be held during the 
period of the exhibition. The first will be 
given by Sir George Gater, chairman of the 
Building Apprenticeship, and Training 
Council, at 7.30 p.m. on the opening day. 
Opening hours of the exhibition will be 
11 a.m. to 8.30 p.m. daily. Admission is free. 
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SMOKE ABATEMENT 
The Law, Planning and Incentives 


TDELIVERING the third Des Vocux 

Memorial Lecture on “ Smoke and the 
Law,” at the annual conference of the 
National Smoke Abatement Society held at 
Portsmouth, Mr. W. R. Horney STEER, 
standing counsel to the Society, said that 
whereas in the past the steps taken to secure 
smoke abatement had been based on prose- 
cution and penalties the tendency in the 
future would emphasise the necessity of pre- 
venting the nuisance from arising by con- 
trolling the conditions which gave rise to 
smoke—*“in short, the keynote of future 
action to abate smoke nuisance will be pre- 
vention rather than prosecution,” he 
declared. 

Since 1946 there had been placed on the 
Statute Book more than 25 local Acts, all 
giving effect to the principle of “ prior ap- 
proval” of new industrial installations, and 
in many cases making provision for smokeless 
zones. 


Sulphur Fumes 


In his presidential address to the confer- 
ence, Proressor F. E. Tytecotre, M.D., of 
Manchester, referred to the national problem 
of sulphur shortage, and the enormous 
amount of damage done by sulphur gases 
emitted from our chimneys. A yearly emis- 
sion of 24m. tons of sulphur from the coal 
we burnt, he said, valued at £25 a ton, meant 
“the huge figure of £62,500,000 per annum 
lost in the air every year, plus the incalcul- 
able value of the lost and damaged vegetation 
and property, and also plus the value of the 
lost and damaged health.” Here surely, he 
urged, was a problem worth serious research, 
a problem of vital importance to the nation. 

At a later session of the conference Mr. 
W. LE. MaTHER, of Manchester, a director of 
an engineering firm, spoke on incentives for 
promoting smoke prevention in industry. 
There were, he said, five main causes of 
pollution—the fuel, the boiler plant, the 
people who operate the boiler plant, the ad- 
ministration of the concern, and special 
industrial processes. Different forms of in- 
centive were needed for each factor, and 
they could be of either the carrot or the 
stick kind. 

“If it were generally accepted,” he de- 
clared, “that those who pollute the air are 
bad citizens and not respectable citizens, that 
to pollute the air is both selfish and dirty, 
and that those who did it were liable to: be 
classed as evildoers, then I believe that many 
of those responsible for our industrial air 
pollution would take a greater interest in 
preventing it. Our industrial areas are the 
most polluted in the world, and there is no 
practical reason why they cannot be made 
clean. The sole requirements are a belief in 

the need and the energy to carry it out.” 


Domestic Smoke 

Dr. W. R. Martine, Administrative 
Medical Officer of Health, Birmingham, 
spoke on incentives for preventing domestic 
smoke. There was still, he said, a vast 
nation-wide ignorance about domestic 
smoke, and he had found that “those who 
are most vocal in complaint against indus- 
trial smoke are quite ignorant of the harm 
emanating from their own hearths—or for 
that matter, of the poor heating value they 
get from it.” 

Before the question of incentives could 
arise very extensive educational measures 
were necessary, and at the same time a tre- 
mendous effort must be made ensure a 
more adequate supply of smokeless fuel.

Housing Scheme, Stow-on-the-Wold 


Messrs. Henry Cooper, of Reading and 
Oxford, were quantity surveyors for the 
housing scheme at Stow-on-the-Wold for 
N. Cotswold R.D.C., designed by Mr. 
Thomas Rayson, F.R.1B.A., of Oxford, and 
illustrated in our issue of December 12. 


R.S.1L. Secretaryship 


Mr. P. Arthur Wells, who has been deputy 
secretary and _ secretary-designate since 
April 1, 1951, assumed the secretaryship of 
the Royal Sanitary Institute on January 1. 
He also took office on the same date as 
Secretary of the Royal Sanitary Institute and 
Sanitary Inspectors’ Examination Joint 
Board, and as Secretary of the National 
Nursery Examination Board. 


Lynmooth Plan Approved 

After considering three proposals for the 
future of Lynmouth, the Devon planning 
authority has decided to accept what is 
known as “the intermediate plan.” This is 
based on the report (The Builder, Decem- 
ber 19) of its consulting engineer, Mr. C. H. 
Dobbie, and allows for harbour works and 
the improvement of the road system at 
Lynmouth at an estimated cost of £330,000. 


Work Study School 


The first residential school for the train- 
ing of work study officers capable of under- 
taking immediate investigations has been set 
ap at the College of Aeronautics, Cranfield, 
and is sponsored by the British Institute of 
Management. There will be three courses 
of 10 weeks’ duration each year, and the fee 
will be 200 guineas inclusive. The courses 
will be limited to 20 students in the first 
instance, and special consideration will be 
given to small firms wishing to send per- 
sonnel. The first course will run from 
January 12 to March 20, 1953, and applica- 
tions should be made at once to Mr. C. R. 
Wynne-Roberts, Head of Production Divi- 
sion, British Institute of Management, 
Management House, 8, Hill-street, W.1. 
Suitable applicants for whom there is no 
room at the first course will be accepted for 
later courses. 


Programme of Lectures 


A programme of free evening lectures, 
illustrated with lantern slides, has been 
arranged by the Victoria and Albert 
museum. They will be given at the Museum 
on Wednesdays at 6.15 p.m. The series 
begins on January 7, when Mr. H. Clifford 
Smith, F.S.A., will speak about Buckingham 
Palace.

Changes in wages and conditions, including 
payment by results, was one; and another 
was “tangible benefits” for members. He 
was admired and loved by all who knew him. 
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Local Authority Building Workers _ 

A survey conducted by the Ministry of 
Labour shows that on June 28 last there were 
70,368 people employed by local authorities 
in building and civil engineering. 


Factory at St. Mary Cray

First Houses Completed 

At a ceremony on December 12, the Unit 
Construction Co. handed over to officials of 
the Belfast Corporation Housing Committee, 
the first pair of “ No-Fines” houses built 
on the Ballysillan Estate, near Belfast. The 
contract for this estate was signed in August, 
and the first pair were completed 19 weeks 
after the contractors first moved on to the 
site. The houses were designed by the Unit 
Construction Co. in collaboration with the 
Housing Architect of Belfast Corporation. 
They make use of “ Uco” shuttering; devel- 
oped by the company’s Northern Ireland 
branch and manufactured in Belfast. 


OFFICIAL NOTIFICATIONS 


More Metal Controls Relaxed 


The Minister of Supply (Mr. Duncan 
Sandys) has made an order removing from 
price control unwrought brass and scrap of 
gilding metal, cupro-nickel and brass. This 
is made possible by the improved supplies 
of these metals. Secondary copper and 
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copper scrap remain subject to price contro! 
for the time being. 

The order, The Copper, Zinc, etc. Prices 
(No. 6) Order, 1952, came into operation on 
December 31. 


Virgin Aluminium 

With the expiry, on December 31, of the 
contract between the Ministry of Materials 
and the British Aluminium Company, it has 
been decided to discontinue the arrangement 
under which the Ministry bought the com- 
pany’s output of virgin aluminium for resale 
along with imported metai. Most of the 
metal they produce will be used in the com- 
pany’s own works, but they have agreed to 
continue to supply to other users who 
require their metal for special purposes, and 
such sales will be licensed by the Ministry 
of Supply in accordance with any distribu- 
tion scheme for the time being in operation. 
The company will sell at prices not exceed- 
ing the Ministry of Materials’ current prices 
for imported aluminium. These arrange- 
ments will not affect the Ministry’s selling 
price. 

Virgin aluminium is subject to allocation 
by the Ministry of Supply. The British 
Aluminium Company’s production and sales 
of the metal will be taken into account when 
imported metal is allocated. 


BUILDING SURVEYORS’ 
INSTITUTE 


London Headquarters Proposed 


AN OPEN MEETING was held by the Build- 
ing Surveyors’ Institute at Denison House, 
Vauxhall Bridge-road, London, on December 
13. The chair was taken by Mr. W. 
ALEXANDER, who outlined to those present, 
who were not already members, the aims 
and objects of the Institute. 

He explained that the Institute did not 
wish to infringe the territory of other 
organisations, but realised the need for an 
organisation to cater for the building sur- 
veyor as defined by the Institute. The large 
number of members in London and _ the 
southern counties was an indication of the 
need for the Institute and a pointer to its 
eventual success. He felt that the continued 
development of the Institute in London and 
the southern counties would probably make 
it neccessary to transfer the headquarters of 
the Institute, as soon as funds permitted, to 
London. Proposals were being considered 
for the forming of regions throughout the 
country early in the New Year. 

After some discussion, the chairman agreed 

to convey a proposal to the executive council 
for the formation of a London and southern 
counties region to be set up as soon as pos- 
sible based on London. 
‘ It was announced that a further open 
meeting would be held in London, on 
January 24 next, at the same hall, when it 
was hoped that as many interested surveyors 
as possible would be able to attend.

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REGISTRATION OF 
APPRENTICES 

Responsibility Transferred 
SINCE November, 1945, with the full co- 

operation of the industry, the Building 
Apprenticeship and Training Council has 
been responsible for the registration and 
certification of indentured building appren- 
tices. 

Apprentices have voluntarily applied for 
admission to the register and, upon satisfac- 
tory completion of the apprenticeship, every 
registered apprentice has been entitled to a 
B.A.T.C. completion certificate upon pay- 
ment of a fee of 10s. 

Mutual arrangements have been made 
under which the National Joint Council for 
the building industry on and from January 1, 
1953, has assumed independent responsibility 
for registration and certification of new 
entrants. The scheme will be administered 
by the National Joint Apprenticeship Board 
(acting on behalf of the National Joint 
Council), as noted in our last issue. 

The new system provides for the registra- 
tion of all apprentices at the time their deeds 
of apprenticeship are executed; a fee of 10s. 
will be payable upon registration, and a 
completion certificate will be issued by the 
National Joint Apprenticeship Board, free 
of charge, upon the satisfactory completion 
of the apprenticeship. Proceeds from the 
registration fees will be used to form a wel- 
fare fund on lines similar to those 
administered by the B.A.T.C. 

Apprentices now registered with the 
B.A.T.C. are to be notified of the changed 
procedure and they are to be offered the 
opportunity of transferring to the new 
register. Completion certificates issued by 
the B.A.T.C. will be recognised by the in- 
dustry on a basis of equality with the new 
National Joint Council certificate. 

The B.A.T.C. is continuing to act, as 
hitherto, in an advisory capacity to the 
Minister of Works and the industry, on all 
matters concerning the recruitment, education 
and training of young persons for craftsman- 
ship and management in the building 
industry. 


INSULATION AND THE PUBLIC 
Call for National Campaign 


IN a recent speech to the London Iron- 
mongers’ Assistants Association, Mr. A. C. 
HAZEL, managing director of Hurseal, Ltd., 
asked that the electrical, gas and solid fuel 
interests should get together and have a 
national campaign to sell the virtues of 
insulation to the public. 

He pointed out that the simplest way in 
which a householder could ensure that he 
was using his gas, electricity or solid fuel 
with reasonable efficiency was to insulate 
the roof spaces and wrap hot water pipes 
ind the hot water tank or cylinder. 

Mr. Hazel stated that it was almost impos- 
sible for individual manufacturers to sell the 
idea of insulation, because it was intangible. 

He thought it was the responsibility of all 
the fuel industries to ensure that their respec- 
tive fuels were used with maximum efficiency 
and suggested that the one field in which 
they were all intimately concerned was 
insulation. Therefore, if they all co- 
operated by having window displays telling 
the insulation story, national advertisements 
stressing the subject’s vital importance, and 
distributed leaflets, giving aecounts and state- 
ments, the insulation theme could be pressed 
home and acted upon. 
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SMALL HOUSES IN 
BIRMINGHAM 
Sites for 6,000 Available 


THERE are sites for at least 6,000 small 
houses in Birmingham for which private 
persons can secure building licences from 
January 1, it was announced on December 17 
by Mr. H. J. MANZoNI, Birmingham City 
Engineer. Each site is large enough for one 
to three houses and the houses would cost 
about £2,000. In the local building trade, 
he said, it was thought that small builders 
would welcome the chance to erect these 
small type dwellings. 

ALD. A. F. BRADBEER, chairman of the 
House Building Committee of the Birming- 
ham City Council, feared, however, that the 
new scheme might lead to higher costs of 
building and to the extent that small builders 
would see opportunity of getting more profit 
from the building of private houses, they 
were less likely to undertake the construction 
of Corporation houses on small sites, especi- 
ally as the prices for Corporation houses were 
subject to the closest scrutiny.

BELGIAN BRICKS 


Newcastle Corporation’s Decision 


BECAUSE it is unable to obtain a guaran- 
teed supply of bricks from British 
manufacturers, Newcastle Housing Com- 
mittee has decided to buy 5,000,000 Belgian- 
made bricks to maintain its 1953 housing 
programme. The bricks, which will be made 
available to builders working on Corporation 
houses, can be used either as facing bricks 
or for general work, and will cost £9 15s. 
a thousand. The chairman of the committee 
has said that when British bricks are avail- 
able the Corporation would again buy them. 
Commenting on Newcastle Housing Com- 
mittee’s decision, a spokesman of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers pointed out that there had been 
an acute shortage of bricks in the North for 
many months, even years. Apart from 
transport difficulties, this had, he thought, 
been brought about by the greatly increased 
amount of building work that was going on 
in the area compared with the pre-war 
period: it was then one of the depressed 
areas, whereas now it was highly indus- 
trialised. 

The importation of bricks from Belgium 
was, he considered, a temporary solution to 
the problem, but at the same time a welcome 
one as it would ensure continuity of employ- 
ment for the operatives and maintain the 
flow of work for building firms and 
organisations. 

Asked what effect, if any, the shortage 
might have on Mr. Macmillan’s recent 
decision to suspend the housing licensing 
system on houses up to 1,000 sq. ft. the 
spokesman said that not so much significance 
could be placed on it as might, at first, have 
been thought.

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OVERSEAS BUILDING 
{From Our Own Correspondents] 


Burma.—A cotton-seed improvement and 
distribution project is planned to include a 
4,000-acre seed farm at Meiktila, and a 
modern cotton ginnery. There are also plans 
for building rice storage and milling facili- 
ties, and modernising and rehabilitating 
existing rice mills. 


Ceylon.—Ceylon has a rural development 
scheme, the State supplying the tools and 
materials and the villages the labour. The 
scheme consists of building houses, roads, 
bridges and wells, and irrigation develop- 
ment. It will come into operation in 
1952-53. The Government has under con- 
sideration establishment of factories for the 
production of textiles, caustic soda, vegetable 
oil, paper, brick and tiles. Work is also in 
hand for the reorganisation of ceramic, 
acetic acid, glass and leather factories... . 
The railway development programme 
includes the electrification of suburban 
services and the remodelling of railway 
stations. The coast line and main line rail- 
ways are being strengthened. Improvements 
are also being made to the Ratmalana and 
Kankesanturai aerodromes; the former is 


being improved to full international 
standards. 
India.—A large project in the Damodar 


Valley envisages the construction of dams 
across the main river and its tributaries, 
enabling the flood waters of the Damodar to 
-be held in reservoirs. In the first phase of 
development, which is included in the five- 
year plan, four dams are to be constructed 
(at Tilaiya and Maithon across the Barakar, 
at Panchet Hill on the Damodar and across 
the Konar). 


Pakistan. — Planning Commission has 
approved the following schemes: The Taunsa 
Barrage in the Punjab which will irrigate large 
areas in the Dera Ghazi Khan and Muzafar- 
garh districts. The Ganges Kobadak scheme 
in East Bengal which will irrigate 23m. acres 
in the Kushtia, Jassore and Khulna districts 
at a cost of Rs. 190m. Land reclamation 
projects in the West Punjab to reclaim 
660,000 acres of waste land, and resettle 
44,000 families, for which a loan of $3.25m. 
has been made by the International Bank; 
and three pilot projects—covering an area 
of 12,000 acres each at a cost of Rs. 12.4m. 
—in connection with plans to reclaim water- 
logged land in the Punjab and Sind. A live- 
stock farm in East Bengal, to cost Rs. 5.4m. 
Help is to be given by Australia, Canada and 
New Zealand. . . . The Planning Commission 
has also approved in principle three major 
hydro-electric projects which are under con- 
sideration, and of which the total installed 
capacity will be 375,000 kw. of hydro-electric 
power at a cost of Rs. 520m. They are the 
Mianwali hydro-electric project in the Pun- 
jab, the Karnafuli multi- “purpose project in 
East Bengal (which will irrigate one million 
acres), and the Warsak Dam hydro-electric 
project on the Kabul River in the North 
West Frontier Province. . At Karachi in 
West Pakistan a commercial dry dock is to 
be built to provide ship-building and repair- 
ing facilities. . . . Provision is made for $4m. 
from T.C.A. funds for the establishment of 
a fertilizer factory at Mianwali in the West 
Punjab, which will produce 50,000 tons of 
ammonium sulphate annually.

The Future of Planning 


PPHAT town and country planning was now 

entering “a freer phase” after a rather 
frustrating period of uncertainty, was sug- 
gested by Mr. J. R. M‘Kay, vice-chairman 
of the board of management of Edinburgh 
College of Art, when he spoke at a presenta- 
tion of diplomas and certificates in planning 
held at the College on December 17. 


“ Planning,” he said, “ must include social 
reorganisation. Ways of social expansion 
must be imaginatively considered, together 
with all possible industrial needs and develop- 
ments in the atomic field which might very 
well change the whole character of living. 
It seems to me, therefore, that we must be 
reinforced with complete and reliable inform- 
ation about the basic problems.” 


We needed to know more about the living 
habits and ideals of the different social 
groups; and, in particular, to study with 
greater precision the problem of well-earned 
leisure, which, with the advance in mass 
production,.was bound to grow more acute. 
Before we could plan on any long-term basis, 
we must be sure that “total urbanisation ” 
was not, in the end, going to create perhaps 
the biggest planning headache of the future. 

You could not bring the country to the 
city or take the city to the country and simply 
hope for the best. The more concentration 
on large urban communities, the more acute 
must become the problem of the planners. 
Even if this could be accomplished success- 
fully, we still did not know whether, in the 
long run, we were changing the conditions 
of human life for better or for worse.

IN A CIRCULAR which has just been issued 
by the Department of Health for Scotland, 
the Secretary of State refers to the good 
housing progress that has been made by 
local authorities in 1952 with the completion 
of a record number of houses in Scotland, 
and asks them to do all they can to expand 
the programme further in 1953.

In order that authorities may plan their 
local programmes to the best advantage the 
circular draws attention to a number of 
points. The greatest emphasis is, however. 
laid on trying to produce more houses out 
of the same amount of labour and materials 
and for this purpose the following aspects 
are listed as being the most relevant: 
Economy in scarce basic materials, particu- 
larly bricks, timber and cement; all waste 
must be avoided; the choice of space-saving 
house types; the adoption of ceiling heights 
of the approved standard, namely 7 ft. 6 in.; 
the use of alternatives for scarce materials; 
and economy in layout of roads and services 


The circular also states that the expansion 
of the housing programme can be further 
assisted by taking all possible steps to reduce 
the period of building.
